Sales at retail jevel in’ Florida 
increased by about one-third, well 
above the national average in- 
crease, during a recent five-year! 
period, the Florida State Chamber | 
of Commerce reported in its Week- : 
ly Business Review released yes- 
terday, 

“As reported by the Census of 
Business for 1963, sales at Florida 
retail stores totaled $7.6 billion, 
30 per cent over the prior census 
covering the year 1958. This gain 
placed Florida in sixth position 
among the fifty states. The U. 8. 
average increase was 22 per cent. 

"Changes in sales of principal 
types of stores in the state indi- 
cate the directions the state's 
growth is-taking. Obviously the 
effect of the toürist dollar shows 
up in spending patterns. 

“Food stores, with sales total- 
ing $1.8 billion in| 1868, were up 
33 per cent; automotive dealers’ 
sales totaled $1.6 billion, up 48 
per cent; and gasoline service sta- 
tions came to $605 million, up 42 
per cent. ) 

“Department” store salés totaled 
$576 million in 1963, up 85 per cent 


sold goods worth $174. million, an 
increase of 48 per cent. Specialty 
clothing stores had sales of $396 
million, up 7 per cent.. 
"Restaurants and other eating’ 
places rang up $474 million, up 29

Tomatoes Source Of 
Good Vitamins 


TALLAHASSEE — Served raw 
or cooked, whole, sliced, or diced, 
tomatoes add a touch of glamour 
to any, meal. 

Tomatoes are-an excellent source 
of Vitamins A. and C and low in 
calories, accortüing to home econ- 
mists with the Florida Agricult- 
ural Extension Service. 

For eating enjoyment in a salad, 
it is sometimes better to peel to- 
matoes. To peel easily, pierce the 
tomato with a fork and hold it 
over an open flame until the skin 
bursts. Then gently pull away the 
skin with a knife. 

Stuffed tomatoes ar à summer- 
time favorite. Fill the scooped with 
one cup sour cream combined with 
one half an envelope of onion soup 
mix. Add-one peeléd and diced 
avocado and a dash of pepper 
sauce. 

For a zesty barbecue dish, mix 
tomatoes and cooked corn ip a 
buttered casserole. Sprinkle with a 
little salt, peppér, and buttered 
crumbs. Heat until piping hot. 

Prepare tomatoes for frying by 
dipping thick slices in egg and 
bread crumbs. Fry until golden 
brown. 

For a flavor treat with steak or 
fish, try marinated tomatoes. For 
best results let the mixture stand 
for an hour or so, so the tomato 
and marinade can blend flavors.

If you are a novice, choose à 
fabric that it not too expensive. 
However, buy the best quality that 
you can afford. Good fabric han- 
des easier than poor quality and 
is better looking. You will enjoy 
wearing.the garment more. 

Medium weight fabric that is 
firmly woven and does not have 
special pressing probléms handles 
easily. First.garménts should nev- 
er be made of any kind of plaid or 
printed design that requires 
matching. 

If the pattern. choice is made 
first, the selection of fabric will 
be easier. The pattern envelope 
shows your garmént as it should 
look when completed. it points out 
the dressmaking details and shows 
the garment in the type or style 


of fabric that will best emphasize | 


the lines. The back of the pattern 
envelope: gives varied fabric sug- 
gestions for the particular style 
and states yardage needed. 

It is very important to choose 
a suitable fabric for a particular 
design. Sharply tailored lines sug- 
gest crisp, firm fabrics. Soft gath- 
ers and draped effects need soft, 
lightweight fabrics to be effective.

must be closed, and other pumping 
stations at the Lake must be put 
into service pumping water north 
from the farm lands into the 
Lake," Dail said. "When the water 
is flowing north in the canals, 
there can not be -any southward 
flow from the Lake." 

Dail cautioned that it is expect- 
ed the pumping experiment will 
rapidly draw down water tables in 
the agricultural lands which lie be- 


tween Lake Okeechobee and. the 
Everglades reservoirs managed by 
the FCD in Palm Beach, Broward 
and Dade Counties. 

“It is possible there may be 
some adverse effects to agricul- 
tural lands as a result of the draw- 
down,” Dail said. “The pumping 
stations are capable of pulling 
down the watér level in agricul- 
tural area canals 2-34 feet in short 
order.
